It 
refuses to gain an hour, however precious, 
by inflicting loss and suffering on a 
countryside. The success of last Satur- 
day's coup might have relieved for a while 
the pressure on the irregulars’ flanks and 
rear in Munster, but at what a cost! The 
isolation of the capital would have 
threatened starvation to a score of Irish 
counties. Dublin is the chief distributing 
centre for the Provinces of Leinster and 
Connaught. The Midlands, the West and 
large areas in the South would have been de- 
prived of all imported food supplies until 
communications had been restored, and 
would have been prevented from sending 
their cattle and agricultural produce to 
the English markets. We must assume 
that the plotters of the coup cannot have 
ignored these consequences, even if they 
did not calculate upon them, They were 
ready, however, once more to subordinate 


terests of a cause which that democracy 
has rejected overwhelmingly at the polls. 
“ Populus me sibilat; at mihi plaudo” 
seems to be the motto in which 
finds justification for all its outrages on 
Ireland. 

The official attitude of Irish Labour to 
the present conflict is very curious. We 
say “official’’ because we cannot believe 
for a moment that Mr. O’Shannon’s speech 
at the Trade Union Congress yesterday 
represents the real views of the working 
classes in the twenty-six counties. When a 
man enunciates general principles in the 
vaguest terms everybody is sure to he 
able to agree with something that he says. 
We agree with Mr. O’Shannon’s remarks 
on the danger of “ militarism’’ in Ireland. 
The reign of lawlessness always fosters 
militarism, The road which leads back 
to the habits and thoughts of peace will 
be long and weary. The work of restoring 
the younger generation to the humdrum 
duties of civil life will tax all the powers 
of more than one Irish Government. At 
present, however, the existence of a 
national Army is a national necessity. 
The feople’s newly won freedom has been 
attacked by a small minority of Irishmen. 
The people's choice of their future form 
of government has been challenged by 
this armed minority. They have been 
compelled to defend their rights. Every- 
where, in the course of their  shift- 
ing campaign against Ireland, the 
mutineers have invaded the rights of 
the people. They have destroyed property, 
paralysed trade, looted shops, increased 
the cost of living. Everywhere the national 
forces have striven to stem the course of 
destruction or, at least, to mitigate its 
effects. When they enter towns which they 
have relieved the citizens welcome them 
with open arms. No section of the people 
has more at stake in this conflict than 
the section for which Mr. O’Shannon pro- 
fesses to speak. The irregulars are con- 
testing the validity of the working-man's 
vote at the recent elections. They are 
creating the unemployment from which he 
will be the chief sufferer. Yet for Mr. 
O’Shannon the army of freedom and the 
army of revolt are Tweedledum and 
Tweedledee. “A plague on both your 
houses!” he says; “we side with neither. 
Neither side serves any working-class 
interest.” It is a cryptic saying ; but we 
find comfort in the fact that it will puzzle 
the average working-man as much as it 
puzzles ourselves.

Upper Silesia. 


It is pleasant to be able to lay a small 
garland of praise at the address of the 
hard-working gentlemen who, at Versailles 
and elsewhere, put their hands to the 
thankless task of turning the feet of the 
nations into the pleasant, but intricate, 
by-paths of peace, Among their many feats 
was the division of Upper Silesia. Though 
they may have wrestled with problems of 
greater financial moment or made decisions 
that will more critically affect posterity, 
they did nothing that provoked louder 
shouts of disapproval, invoked more bitter 
opposition or was more widely proclaimed, 
when done, to be a sowing not of the seed 
of peace, but of the dragon's teeth of pro- 
longed and sanguinary strife. Now it 
appears that, instead of the armed men 
who should have sprung up and 
slaughtered one another, there are to be 
found only peaceful Teutons and perfectly 
friendly Poles, Such, atany rate, is the en- 
livening and, no doubt, truthful picture 
which is drawn by the Special Correspon- 
dent of The Times at Kattowitz. The mere 
presence of the frontier, he explains, pro- 
duces strange anomalies and has led to a 
vast dea] of confusion, particularly in re- 
spect to the railway lines over which the 
large quantities of export coal pass from 
Poland to Germany.

The partition of 
Silesia would have been all and more 
than the croakers predicted had it not 
been inevitable that common-sense and ths 
desire to live normally would impel Ger- 
mans and Poles alike to set about making 
the new arrangement work as smoothly as 
possible. This they are doing, and those 
who have border problems of their own will 
note with interest that on both sides it is 
already taken for granted that no Customs 
barriers can be made to function rigidly 
along such a border; and that smuggling 
in both directions promises to be a profit. 
able business for all parties concerned. In 
this respect those on the Polish side have 
the natural advantage, having been 
smugglers from of old. There is no reason, 
however, to suppose that the German will 
fail,’ after a little practice, to make the 
most of the situation. Meanwhile, the 
German coal barons declare that they are 
ruined ; but that is a custom among trade 
magnates and it is generally felt that their 
plight is not so bad as they pretend. Their 
pessimism, at any rate, is not being re- 
flected by the masses of the people on 
either side of the border; and it is upon 
them that the Allied Council will gaze 
with pride and pleasure when it desirés 
to lay the rare and refreshing fruit of 
satisfaction to its soul. 


The Span of Life. 


Literature is full of the observations of 
the learned and wise concerning the 
brevity of man’s sojourn here below. The 
general impression is conveyed that the 
allowance, with a little consideration, 
might have been fixed upon a more liberal 
basis. Not infrequently, however, our 
attention is called to some incident which 
causes us to look at the matter in reverse— 
to wonder that such giant strides of 
civilisation, such far pilgrimages of 
thought, such phases of history, epochs of 
art and literature, endless tunnellings of 
science in the bowels of the unknown, can 
take place in the lifetime of a single 
being. The death is announced, at the 
ripe and honoured age of eighty-seven, of 
an old lady who set her infant foot on the 
far-off shores of Australia in 1838. Port 
Phillip Bay was the name of the place—a 
huddle of half-a-dozen settlers’ houses, 
breaking with the friendly sounds of 
human intercourse the silence of vast anti- 
podean shores. Now Port Phillip Bay is 
gone from the map, but on the 
spot where Elizabeth Mary Palmer played 
the games and dreamt the dreams of 
happy childhood the great and busy city 
of Melbourne stands—a noble monument, 
if but one of many, of what can be accom- 
plished in the lifetime of a single human 
being. So, if we pause to consider, it has 
always been. The Golden Age of Greece, 
the age of Pericles and Phidias, of 
Aeschylus and Aristophanes—the age 
that gave to the world so majestic an 
inheritance in stone and marble, in the 
rich and plastic medium of language and 
the hewn adamant of philosophic truth— 
covered but the lifetime of a single man. 
Action, not time, is the measure of life’s 
sufficiency. Enough happens in London 
or Paris in an hour to exhaust the most 
insatiable appetite for life, could we but 
assimilate it all. Only in Cathay—only 
where the mind vegetates, a sentient 
speck’ in the immeasurable procession of 
Nature—does time count for anything. 
Only the pastoral age produced Methu- 
selahs. Consciousness—the essence of life 
—is but a sensitised plate exposed to the 
world of events. Whether the exposure be 
slow or fast, the plate can contain so much 
and no more. There is no limit, however, 
to the splendour of the picture, to the 
wealth of its detail or the breadth of its

THE IRISH DEAD AT 
PORTOBELLO. 


TO-DAY’S MILITARY FUNERALS 


Yesterday morning a Requiem Mass was ¢ele- 
brated in the Library of Portobello Barracks 
for the repose of the souls of the nine soldiers 
of the national Army, who died from wounds 
received during the operations in Kerry last 
week. 

The coffins in the mortuary were covered with 
flowers and wreaths which had been sent by 
the friends and relatives of the deceased soldiers. 

The celebrant of the Mass was Rev. Father 
Concannon, Chaplain to the national troops 
stationed at Portobello. The Rev. Father 
Stafford, St. Mary’s College, Rathmines, and the 
Rev. Father Tyndall, Sandycove, assisted. 

Among the officers of the General . Head- 
quarters Staff who were present were :—General 
Michael Collins, Commander-in-Chief; General 
Richard Mulcahy, Chief of Staff; Major-General 
G. O'Sullivan, Adjutant-General ; Commandant- 
General O'Higgins, Assistant Adjutant; Major- 
General Joseph McGrath, Commandant-General 
D. O’Hegarty, and Commandant-General Vize. 

The Government was represented by Alder- 
man W. P. Cosgrave, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment; Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister of 
Publicity; Professor Michael Hayes, Minister 
of Education. Mr. J. J. Walsh, Postmaster- 
General, was also present. 

After the Mass the congregation, accompanied 
by Government and Army representatives, went 
to the mortuary, where the clergy recited 
prayers for the dead.

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AN EMPTY CITY. 
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BANK HOLIDAY RUSH FROM 
DUBLIN. 


Dublin folk take their pleasures gaily. A 
stranger who had spent Saturday night im 
Dublin, and had been deprived of his natural 
rest might have thought that, after the nerve- 
racking shooting and sniping which set everyous 
talking on Sunday morning, the population of 
the Irish capital would have been in no mood 
for holiday-making on Monday. That person 
would have been surprised to see how Dublin 
people gave themselves up yesterday to thw ep- 
joyment of freedom from business, and devoted 
themselves to pleasure. 

The weather, always an important considera- 
tion at holiday time, was favourable, although 
there was not a great deal of gunshine. It be- 
came rather cool towards evening, and rain 
threatened, but it did not in any way spoil 
one's enjoyment. 

Everyone who could possibly do so left the 
city for some rural or seaside retreat, and 
spent the day in the open air. Picnic parties 
were numerous. The coast resorts along the 
Counties of Dublin and Wicklow received large 
numbers of excursionists. The railway trains 
and tramcars to Howth, Kingstown, Dalkey, 
and to Lucan were heavily laden with 
passengers throughout the day. Motor coaches, 
almost innumerable, carried their full freights 
into different parts of the country, and in one 
way or another it was quite evident that the 
last of the summer holidays was taken ad- 
vantage of very extensively. 

Needless to say, Baldoyle races attracted their 
full complement of holiday-makers, and not 
only the tramways, but the jarvies and the 
taxi-cab owners, did a full day's work. A 
considerable number of people took the Holv- 
head and North Wales trip which the London 
and North-Western Railway Company placed 
at their disposal. : 


AT THE PORT OF DUBLIN. 


The only passenger-carrying steamer of the 
regular lines sailing from Dublin yesterday wae 
the ss. Yarrow, of the Sloan Line, which left 
for Douglas, Isle of Man, and Silloth from the 
Custom House quay. All the other steamehip 
companies concerned with passenger and live 
stock traffic suspended sailings for the day. 

The Franco-Irish direct service of steamers of 
the Dublin and General Steamship Company 
(Michae! Murphy, Ltd.) was not affected by 
the Bank Holiday, and the ss. Finola sailed 
with general goods for Havre. No work was 
done by dockers at the overseas boats, and the 
only case where casua! dockers found a day’s 
employment was in the loading of a schooner 
at the North Wall. The Custom House Dock 
Warehouse was closed for the day, as were the 
various shipping offices. Trips to the Bay wera 
run by motor boats, which carried a number of 
holiday passengers from O'Connell Bridge. 


CHURCH NOTES. 


The attitude taken up by the Wesleyan 
Methodist Conference on the question of re- 
union of the Churches is somewhat disturbing 
to many who fancied that the. path to that 
goal was becoming smooth. Affirmation to the 
principles of the Protestant Reformation sug- 
gests a direct conflict with the views of the 
Anglo-Catholics and their sympathisers, and the 
deciaration that the connection between Church 
and State is an “important consideration ” 
calls attention to the fundamental difference 
between the Church and Nonconformity, - which 
many thinking men regard as a formidable 
obstruction on the road to reunion. 

The Scottish bishops, in a pastoral dealing 
with Modernism, state that ' no Church has a 
nobler tradition of peerless and reverent scholar- 
ship than the Anglican Church, but the Church 
has a duty to »rotest if her commissioned 
teachers, at the bidding of a temporary 
philosophy, put. forward theories’ which deny 
that faith in her Lord and Saviour through 
which alone it can endure.” 

The Council of the Church Association have 
addressed a long letter to the Patriarch of Con- 
stantinople in reference to the announcement 
that a certain “ Declaration of Faith” is to be 
presented to His Grace to explain “the genuine 
teaching of the English Church on certain 
matters oí faith.” The Council say that, as the 
Declaration is seriously misleading, both in 
what it states and what it suppresses, they 
venture to point out that “ no individual mem- 
bers of our Church—not even our archbishop— 
has any right to issue authoritative declarations 
of the faith of the Church of England; for this 
is already set forth in the Articles and Prayer 
Book, not one word of which can be altered 
except by the authority of Parhament.”’ 

‘The Bishop of St. Albans (Dr. Furse), whose par- 
tiality for athletic sports is well known, writes in 
his Diocesan Gazette :>—'‘ Two days of golf and 
cricket matches were certainly a great refresh- 
ment to those who took part in them, though 
what revenge a bishop can suitably take on one 
of his clergy who bowls him out the first ball 
of the innings is still being seriously considered. 
An onlooking parson who was asked hig advice 
suggested that the bishop might get his own 
bas by offering to preach for the offender. It 
is certainly a form of punishment worth con- 
sidering.” 

The attendance at the Keswick Convention 
this year constituted a record. All the various 
halls that were used for the gatherings, as well 
as the Eskin street tent, were crowded to over- 
flowing for every meeting. It was particularly 
gratifying to see once again a large contingent 
of undergraduates from Cambridge University, 
under the chaplaincy of Dr. Howard Mowl, who 
is shortly going out to China as assistant: bishop 
to Bishop Cassels. Great interest was shown 
in the visit of Sundar Singh, who hag just re- 
turned from a tour on the Continent, and who, 
in the course of a few days, is returning to 
India to work among his own people in Tibet. 
The, absence of the venerable Prebendary Webb 
Posies, who since 1875 has only missed two 
meetin of the Convention, was deeply re- 
gret by all. A telegram to this effect was 
sent to him from the Convention. 


PAPAL APPOINTMENT. 


_ ROME, Monday. 
The Po has appointed Father James 
Downey, of the Congregation of the Mission, to 
be Titular Bishop of Adada, and also Coadjutor 
to the Bishop of Ossory, with the right of 
succession.—(Reuter.)

THEATRE ROYAL. 

There are two very good musica] items in the 
programme at the Theatre Royal this week. 
These are the Three Elliotts, who sing delight- 
fully; and the Lyric Quartette, whose vocal and 
instrumental performance is very good. Daisy 
Wood, who has already established her popu- 
larity with the Dublin public, was given an en- 
thusiastic reception, and had a recall. Valen- 
tine and Bell gave a clever exhibition of new 
trick cycling. Claude Gardner is a comedian. 
He was most entertaining in his description of 
his experiences as a boxer. The Okayama 
Troupe presented an interesting Japanese show ; 
and Billy Riddle, a burlesque artist, told funny 
slories. 


ABBEY THEATRE. 

The three plays presented at the Abbey 
Theatre last night afforded a pleasing blend 
of poetry, drama, and comedy, while there was 
an added attraction in the reappearance of Miss 
Sara Allgood after the successes achieved in a 
wider field. Miss Allgood has seldom, if ever, 
been heard to better effect in that charming 
dream play of W. B. Yeats, “Cathleen Ni 
Houliban.”’ The power and beauty of the 
words reveberated to her rich and resonant 
voice, and at the close of the piece she had to 
bow her acknowledgments to a storm of ap- 
plause. The other parts in a strong caste were 
taken by Peter Nolan, Tony Quinn, and P. J 
Carolan, the Misses Helena Moloney and May 
Craig. There was, also, a pleasing rendering 
of T. C. Murray's two-act play, “ Maurice 
Harte,” a sawertil drama, typical of Irish 
peasant life. The two principal characters are 
the young student for the priesthood, who 
finds, after some time at Maynooth, that he 
has no vocation, and the mother who has set 
her heart so passionately upon having her son 
a priest. The part of the mother is probably 
one of the most powerful in the Abbey Theatre 
repertoire, and as taken last night by Miss Sara 
Allgood attained a very high level of dramatic 
achievement. She was excellently counter- 
poised by F. J. M‘Cormick im the part of 
Maurice, the son, a character the interpretation 
of which presents not a little difficulty, and to 
which a reading marked by much dignity and 
pathos was given. The other characters were 
also well taken, notably Father 
Mangan by Peter Nolan, Harte 
by M. J. Dolan. 

M. M. Brennan’s comedy, “ The Young Man 
from Rathmines,” which was firet presented at 
the Abbey about a year ago, concluded a very 
pleasant night's entertainment. Mies Eileen 
Crowe, a versatile young actress, who is rapidly 
making her mark on the Abbey stage, wae 
clever and amusing as Mrs. Dowd, the wife of 
a ‘‘labouring man” (M. J. Dolan), and Miss 
May Neville as their g@aughier Mary was also 
good, while much merry-making was provided 
by Gabriel J. Fallon in the title part. Musical 
selections were rendered by the orchestra, under 
the direction of Dr. J. F. Larchet. The pro- 
gramme will be repeated to-night and on 
Wednesday. 
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QUEEN’S THEATRE. 

Boucicault’s Irish drama, ' The Colleen 
Bawn,” is being performed at the Queen's 
Theatre. In the hands of J. F. Mackey’s Com- 
pany it is presented with a freshness that makes 
one forget present-day troubles and think only 
of those surrounding Eily O'Connor. This part 
was acted with great sympathy by Miss Bridie 
Dowdall. Mr. Tom Smith made a good study 
of Danny Mann. Mr. M. P. O'Flanagan was a 
capital Hardress Cregan: while Mr. Valentine 
Vousden was good as Kyrle Daly. Mr. J. 
Mulkerne gave a strong impersonation of Mr. 
Corrigan. Mr. P. J. Bourke, as Myles-na- 
Coppaleen, was the life and soul of the piece, 
from a comedy point of view. As Anne Chute, 
Miss May Fitzpatrick was attractive; while the 
parts of Mrs. Cregan and Sheelah were well 
filled by Miss Lily Batty and Miss M. Sylvester.

The Empire Theatre re-opened last evening 
with Mr. Jchn MacDonagch's comedy in “ The 
Irish Jew.’' The comedy introduces some politi- 
cal features connected with the Dublin Corpora- 
tion. As a Jew, the Lord Mayor is not a par- 
ticular favourite at the Mansion House. His 
position is not improved by his tendency to join 
the extremists, and his learning, through a 
professor of elocution, to repeat the speech of 
Emmet, whose portrait occupies a prominent 
place in his official residence. His worries are 
increased when .he is warned that disaster will 
overtake him unless he changes his policy, but 
he is unchangeable, and he even refuses an 
honour. The performance was in the hands of 
an entirely Irish company, and from the open- 
ing. to the close the comedy is bright and 
humorous.

On some grounds cricket could not Le 
resumed until after luncheon owing to the 
saturated condition of the wicket, and at 
Birmingham I see that the local race 
meeting was abandoned, as the course had 
been flooded by yesterday’s rain. Gener 
ally, however, most of the sporting events 
arranged for the day duly came off, includ- 
ing the Aerial. Derby, flown on a course 
round London. : 

The popular seaside resorts, which, dur- 
ing the past few weeks, have been sparsel) 
attended, have suddenly filled up; but 
there is a general complaint that, though 
there are large numbers of visitors, they 
are spending very little money. So far 
as London is concerned, the theatres were 
packed for the afternoon performances, 
and not for several years have so many 

eople been turned away owing to. the 
am being full. There was not such a 
rush for indoor amusements in the even- 
ing, which proved to be fine. Thousands 
flocked to such open spaces in the central 
area as ilyde Park, the Green Park and 
Regent's Park, while the commons and 
heaths of the outer districts also attracted 
many visitors. 

AMERICAN VISITORS. 

At all the principal hotels of the West 

End a fair proportion of the visitors are 


Americans. Hitherto such visitors have 
brought few children with them; but this 


year quite a number of families have come | 


over, including children from five or six 


years. The children quickly adapt them- 


selves to their surroundings and carry on. 


conversations with other visitors in 4 
manner which sometimes surprises the 
people whom they address. The chief 
shopping centres seem to attract Amert- 
cans in an irresistible manner, while exhi- 
bitions and the museums are also popular 
with them. 

The starting-point for the Aerial Derby 
to-day was Croytion Aerodrome instead of 
Hendon, as in former y¢ars. . The success 
of Mr. J. H. James for the second year in 


+<uccession was in accordance with expecta- 


tions. It was hoped that an average speed 
of two hundred miles an hour would be 
achieved, and this would have been the 
case had the weather not been so unsuit- 
able for speedy flying. The winner im- 
proved on last years record, and the 
actual speed to-day showed an average of 
nearly 182 miles an hour. This compares 
with 163 miles an hour last year, 155 in 
1920, 72 miles in 1914, and 59 miles in 
1912. The progress in aviation is well 
illustrated by these comparative figures. 
As usual, there was an Aerial Derby 
handicap in which the actual winner of the 
Aerial Derby gained third place. 

As I write, no report of the Interna- 
tional Conference at 10 Downing street has 
yet been received; but, in view of the 
momentous issues to be discussed, it mav 
be taken for granted that the first sitting 
was spent in clearing the ground, and ‘that 
no definite decisions have yet been reached. 
Mr. Lloyd George is said to have declared 
that this conference will have a greater 
effect on the future of Europe than any 
of those that have preceded it; and, 
though he has expressed similar opinions 
in regard to previous gatherings of the 
kind, I should think that he was. probably 
right. 


EUROPE’S CRISIS. 

Events have moved rapidly during the 
past few days. Various circumstances— 
among them the Balfour Note, the in- 
ability, real or simulated, of Germany to 
meet her next instalment of reparations, 
and the consequent action of the French 
Government towards the Germans in 
Alsace-Lorraine—have combined to pro- 
duce a position which must be solved in 
one way or another. Though the Belgians 
are deeply interested, since they were to 
have a prior claim on this year’s German 
payments, oth they and the Italian repre 
sentatives seem to have recognised that the 
decisive word rests with France and 
Britain. Either M. Poincaré and Mr 
Lloyd George will agree upon a common 
policy towards Germany which is not a 
mere verbal formula, but something which 
they intend to carry out, or the Anglo- 
French Entente must come to an end, with 
consequences that no one can foresee. 

As neither statesman can desire to make 
such a plunge into the unknown, I cannot 
help thinking that somehow or other, with 
the sacrifice of a certain amount of amour 
propre, of many preconceived ideas, and, 
perhaps, even of definite material interests. 
a settlement will be found. Nobody should 
object if the process of ~egotiation takes 
more than the few days originally assigned 
to it. Indeed, the settlement is far more 
likely to be enduring if its foundations 
are well and truly laid 

The Germans, as individuals, seem to 
have plenty of money. A writer in the 
Brening Standard mentions that within 
the last few days a City merchant sold 
8.000 tons of Australian beef to Germany 
at £40 a ton, and receive! payment in 
sterling without delay. In other 
German importers have been offering to 
take three months’ bills for their goods 
with an intimation that they can be re 
newed for a further three months at 3 
per cent. The Erenina News notes the big 
orders coming from Germany for cham 
pagne and other luxuvies, and also “the 
fat and prosperous appearance” of their 
vachting magazine, and pertinently 
observes: “If they can yacht, they can 
vay for a ruined farm in Flanders.” 
POLITICAL RUMOURS. 

The political gossipers who usually 
produce their crop of rumours as soon as 
Parliament rises are quite active already. 
There is to be a general election shortly. 
The electoral machinery of the Coalition 
is to be reorganised. There is to be a re 
Shuffle of the Cabinet, and Mr. Lloyd 
George is to resign to make way for a Con- 
servative Government should the repara- 
tions question present any further diffi- 
culties. ‘With world conditions i their 
somewhat finid state, many things are 
possible. There is hope that the inter 
national horizon may be altered for the 
better as a result of the visit of M. 
Poincaré ; but whether the improvement 
will be good enough for Mr. Lloyd George 
to turn to advantage in a general election 
is very doubtful. | 

Quite a number of swimmers of several 
nationalities are in training for an 
attempt to swim the English Channel.

notice. The Treaty of Versailles was being less 
and less «executed by Germany in various points. 

As to disarmament, for example, the re- 

ts were of a very unsatisfactory character. 
With regard to reparations, they were having 

i) ficulties of manv kinds owing to the fact that 
Germany was not coming up to her Treaty 
obhgations. There were the questions of war 
pensions and compensation to those who had 
relatives in the war, in respect of which 
(Germany was actually paying nothing. 
The amounts of German contributions had 
been reduced constantly, and a _ partial 

vatorium was granted at the beginning of 
ihis year, lasting up till the 3lst of December 
next. Now Germany asked for a total eus- 
pension up to the end of 1924. 

The position of France was, that she was 
cetting nothimg at all, although she had spent 
eghty milliards of francs on reparations that 

1ould have been paid by Germany. The in- 
‘erest on this amount represented a huge sum, 
and the consequent strain upon the ordinary 
French Budget was extremely serious. 

That. was the situation from the French point 
of wiew. France was not imperialistic, and 
was as eager as any other nation for the 
restoration of Europe. They had no desire to 
dea! unjustly with Germany, but thought that 
France was justified in pointing to her own 
situation as an essential factor in the bad con- 
dition of Europe. She considered that due 
parment of reparations was the first step to- 
wards reconstruction.

if Germany had failed to meet her obliga- 
tiens. the concern was the same for all the 
Allies and not to one or two of them only. 
Al] had suffered very heavily, and the question 
ould not be dealt with fairly unless it was 
recognised that it affected them all alike. 

France, he realised, had cuffered most 
grievousl y—more Nan: perheps. than any 
of the original Alhes, except Russia. He would 

ke to remind M. Poincaré of the great 
asuaities suffered. by the British Empire 
and by Itely, and, with regard to expenditure 
en the war, remarked that he would like to 
quote figures from an impartia] source—namely, 
a book issued by the Bankers’ Trust Company 
of New York. | 

In that book, France was crediied with 
having spent 57, wmilliards of dollars, Italy 
14, milliards, and the British Empire 49 
mllipeds. Thus, our claim to reparations was 
as great as that of France, even when the de- 
vastated areas were added to her expenditure 
on the war. 

In addition to our debi, we had raised three 
milliards sterling by etill following for pu es 
of comparison the New York method of calcula- 
tion. United States and the Britsh Empire 
were the only Allied countries who raised con- 
siderable sums by taxation during the war. 
The cost of the war had been heavier to Great 
Britain than to any other belligerent.

a little hard on the Treaty of Versailles. As 
one of those responsible for the Treaty, he (Mr. 
Liorvd George) thought that it had been rather 
more effective than M. Poincaré was inclined 
to allow. With regard to disarmaments, for 
example—a matter very vital to French security 
—Germany had surrendered under the Treaty 
55,478 guns. There might be some still in 
hiding, but not enough to make it possible to 
equip an ermy. She had surrendered 38,000,000 
loaded shells, over 11,000 trench mortars, and 
87,000 machine guns, with 4; millions of smal! 
arms and 458,000,000 rounds of small arms am- 
munition. That was substantial, and it was, eat 
least, something to place to the credit of the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

It meant that Germany was unable to plan a 
military surprise upon her old enemy. He had 
practical experience as -Minister of Munitions, 
and knew how long it took to produce war 
material. We did not do much good for two 
years, in spite of all our efforts at the com- 
mencement of the war, and it was not until 
the battle of the Somme that we were produc- 
ing a satisfactory quantity of war material. 

n making the comparison, we must remember 
that we manufactured openly and used every 
possible factory for that purpose. Working 
secretly, we could not have done it in thirty 
years, and he felt sure that no military ex- 
pert would deny that Germany had been 
rendered incapable of equipping any large army 
such as could stand up to the forces of even 
one of the lesser States among ithe Allied 
Powers. 

She could not manufacture in two years 
as much as she had surrendered, and long be- 
fore she had begun to work all her factories, 
her old enemies would have discovered her de- 
signs, and stepped in to stop her. 


A BROKEN POWER. 
AGGRESSION IMPOSSIBLE. 


In fact, Germany, as a military power, was 
prostrate, broken, and in the dust. In place 
of an army of five millions of men under arms, 
she now had 100,000, and if we added together. 
wer conceivable force which she could raise, 
she had hardly enough to keep internal order. 
Conscription in Germany had come to an end, 
so that the younger generation was not grow- 
ing up with military training, while the old 
trained remnant was annually getting less. 

The German Navy had been completely de- 
stroyed, which was important to lene as 
well as to Great Britain. 

As to disarmament, he thought the Treaty 
had done its work well; and as to German pay- 
ments, be had a word to say. A Reparations 
Commission had been set up to determine what 
Germany could pay, and it must be remem- 
bered that all alterations effected in regard to 
payments had been made at the instance of the 
Reparations Commission, inspite of the fact 
that the Commission was not an impartial body 
in the sense that it was composed entirely of 
representatives of the victor Powers. 

Germany had, in point of fact, made pay- 
ments to date of about five hundred millions 
sterling, taking all forms of payment into ac- 
count, 

He pointed out that there had been three 
revolutions in Germany, and that the German 
Government still had very incomplete control 
over some of the provinces. Bavaria had been 
difficult to deal with in the matter of disarma- 
ment, and was etill inclined to take indepen- 
dent views. 

The Committee of Guarantees had reportea 
on the whole favourably with regard to the 
question of German. taxation. M. Poincaré had 
said that Germany was always crying out about 
her terrible condition. He did not think that 
they were bound to accept the protests of a 
debter without inquiry, but in the matter of 
the exchange they possessed a valuable clinical 
thermometer. If a patient said he was ill, one 
was not bound to believe him, but if a ther- 
mometer was applicd and was found to register 
a temperature of 104 some attention was 
bound to be given to his representation. 

Now the German exchange had reached 4,000, 
and it was essential that the Allied statesmen 
should take this into account. He pointed this 
out without any desire to let Germany off from 
any payment that she was able to make. They 
were all equally interested in getting from her 
as’ much as she could pay, and it was all a 
question of the method to be employed. With 
regard to any particular method they were 
bound to inquire whether it was likely to pro- 
duce solid cash or only more trouble, Every 
“ganction ” should be submitted to that test. 

He could not remember that the Allies had 
ever refused a sanction unless France had 
agreed with them that it would prove to be 
useless. At Spa he remembered something was 
said about marching into the Ruhr, but it was 
not done because the soldiers said that seven 
divisions would be necessary for the purpose. 
and it was quite certain that the Allies would 
have to pay for the maintenance of those divi- 
sions, and might not be able to collect the 
cost. 

Some Chiefs of Staff had opposed the plan 
also on the ground of difficulty of dealing with 
the civil population. When, under M. Briand’s 
régim?é, Dusseldorf and other places were occu- 

ied, all the Allies, not only agreed, but Great 

ritain declared, that she would use her Navy 
to enforce these particular sanctions if it be- 
came necessary. The Allies had always 
desired to act in unity. 

Mr. Lloyd George then briefly discussed M.

It was announced in Athens on Sunday 
that the military representatives of 
Greece, Great Britain, France, and Italy 
had signed a protocol establishing a 
neutral zone three and three-quarter miles 
wide between the Greek Army and the 
Allied forces on the Chataldja frontier. 


The Times Constantinople Correspondent 
telegraphed yesterday :—The Greeks are with- 
drawing from their more advanced outposts in 
order to avoid any risk of a collision, and it is 
hoped that a “no man’s”’ land will shortly be 
demarcated between the Greek and Allied 
forces, when all danger of a local affray will 
thus be eliminated. : 

At the same time, it does not appear hkely 
that the main Greek force will retire from its 
proximity to the Chataldja lines, and it is felt 
in the best-informed quarters that there is 
every probability of a recurrence of the Con- 
stantinople crisis unless the Allies take strong 
action on behalf of the restoration of peace in 
the Near East. 

Reports of an increase in the Nationalist 
forces in the Ismid and Adabazar region do not 
apear to be confirmed.

| The Times of India calls it “ a foolish speech, 
because it does not disclose any of the real 
difhculties.” The journal says—' ' Experiment’ 
is the last word which should be applied to the 
reforms which are & stage in the fulfilment of 
a policy to which we were pledged in August, 
1917. That is not what any intelligent person 
would have concluded Mr. Lloyd George meant, 
but Earl Winterton put the Premier right, 
and he had the good sense to nod assent. 

The Chronicle describes the speech as another 
insult to India, and considers that it clearly 
shows that Mr. Lloyd George wants the Civil 
Service to continue as the masters of India. 

The Advocaie of India declares that the 
Premier knows very little concerning recent de- 
velopments in India, and points out that the 
reforms are very far beyond the experimental 
stage. It believes that an open debate on 

rievances which for many do not exist must be 
distasteful to many Civil Servants who will be 
jnclined to ask to be saved from their frieids.—

BELFAST STILL WITHOUT 


NEWSPAPERS. 


Belfast has been without loca]. newspapers for 
the past —— No effort has been made 
to publish an abbreviated newspaper, and the 
general printing establishments are also in- 
volved in the dispute. Efforts have been made 
to secure a local settlement, and the Minister 
ot Labour for Northern Ireland endeavoured to 
arrange a joint conference, but up to the pre- 
sent these efforts have not been successful. 

Interviewed yesterday, Mr. H. T. Whitley, 
Secretary of the Belfast Branch of the Typo- 
graphical Association, said that the local branch 
had always been prepared to meet the em- 
ployers to see if they could find a basis of 
agreement locally. 

‘‘We have,” he said, “ been approached by 
Mr. J. M. Andrews, Minister of Labour, and we 
have informed him of our willingness to meet 
the employers. On the 2nd August we met Mr. 
Andrews, who informed us that he had good 
reason for believing that the employers would 
meet representatives of the branch, and asking 
that members of the Committee be available 
for a meeting on Friday last. On Friday after- 
noon we received a letter from Mr. Andrews, in 
which he said that the employers were unable to 
meet me ‘or my colleagues that day, and adding 
that they had decided to adhere to the Indus- 
trial Court award (involving a reduction of 
12s. 6d. by instalments). We are etill pre- 
pared,” added Mr. Whitley, ‘‘ to meet the em- 
ployers, but not as a basis of such meeting the 
acceptance of the Industriel Court award, which 
was defeated by a large vote of our membership. 
We have informed the Minister of Labour that 
if the employers in the city refund the 3s. de- 
ducted from our members, without the usual 
fortnicht’s notice, and continue to pay the pre- 
sent branch rate until the matter has been 
settled, our men are prepared to return to 
work; or, secondly, if they return the 3s. which 
has been deducted, we are prepared to meet 
them and discuss other avenues with a view to 
finding a settlement of the question. No reply 
has been received to either of these proposals. 
The employers did make an offer to extend the 
instalments of 12s. 6d. to July, 1923, instead of 
January, 1923, but that offer is not acceptable.”

ALDERSHOT FETE 
TRAGEDY. 


YOUNG WOMAN SHOT 
DEAD.

ASSAILANT SERIOUSLY 
: WOUNDED.

A terrible shooting affair took place at 
the annual Firemen’s Eéte, held yesterday 
in the Manor Park, Aldershot, in aid of 
local hospitals. A young man shot a girl 
fatally through the spine and then shot 


himself through the head. 

The girl was Miss Ada Field, eldest daughter 
of Mr. Jacob Field, farmer, of North lane Farm, 
Aldershot. She was a bank clerk, employed in 
the Aldershot branch of the London City and 
Midland Bank, and was for a time engaged to 
another clerk in the same bank. Differences, 
however, arose, and they separated. 

Her former fiancé leaving for Bath, Miss 
Field became engagei to Mr. Reimers, a mem- 
ber of a well-known Aldershot family, and she 
and Mr. Reimers were to have been married 
next week. 

Yesterday Miss Field and Mr. Reimers at- 
teuded the Firemen’s /éte, and were seated in 
the reserved enclosure enjoying the programme, 
when a young man who was standing behind 
them suddenly drew a Webley revolver from 
his pocket and shot Miss Field through the 
tack, the bullet entering ihe spine and coming 
out beneath her chin. 

She fell back in her chair just as her alleged 
assailant pressed the revolver to his own temple 
end shot himself through the head. ' 

Mies Field died almost immediately. 

The man was taken to the local hospital. 
There is little hope of his recovery. 

A party of children from the devastated areas 
of France, who are the guests of Aldershot, 
were witnesses of the shooting, being seated 
close to the spot where it took place. 

Miss Field’s assailant died of his injuries last 
evening. He is a young demobilised officer, 
named L. C. Warren. 

Before visiting the féte it is stated that he 
called at Miss Field’s house in North Lane, and 
on learning that she was at the Fireman's Fate 
he followed her there. They met apparently 
quite cordially. 

Miss Field's last words after hearing the shot 
were; “Look after Warren.” 


TREASURE OF THE DEEP. 


SALVAGE WORK IN LOUGH 
SWILLY. 


ft has been stated that £1,500,000 in gold 
bullion has been salved from the wreck of the 
Laurentic in Lough Swilly, but the value of 
the gold still in the liner is a secret jealously 

uarded by the Admiralty. The total value of 
he lost ingots has been estimated at from 
five to eight million pounds. 

An official of the Admiralty on Saturday 
told a Press representative that the Treasury 
had kept the knowledge to itself for two years, 
and the officers and men of the salvage parties 
have to maintain secrecy. 

The Laurentic was lost in a spot which is 
used to the full fury of the Atlantic gales, and 
the great pressure of water has transfortre’ 
the hulk into a compressed, twisted mass of 
debris and wreckage. 

The pounding of the gales has covered it 
with gravel and silt, and this has to be removed 
by powerful pumps. Explosives are used to blast 
the plate girders of the liner. 

Operations can only be carried on in fine 
weather, and the depth at which the Laurentic 
lies is about the limit at which divers can 
work. A special chamber has now been pre 
pared in the salvage vessel for treating cases 
of illness which the divers may contract at the 
bottom of the sea. 


MANDATES COMMISSION.

THE NAURU QUESTION. 
GENEVA, August 4. 

The Permanent Mandates Commission of the 
League of Nations to-day discussed the British 
mandate in the Island of Nauru. Sir Joseph 
Cook represented the Australian Government, 
which is at present in charge of the administra- 
tion of the island, 

The Commission was evidently much impressed 
by the peculiar situation of this small island, 
thinly populated, but very rich in deposits of 
phosphates, which are being worked by a Com- 
mission appointed by the British, Australian, 
and New Zealand Governments, which have 
acquired the rights formerly held by a German 
company. 

The Commission asked for information re- 
garding the recruiting of labour and working 
conditions, the protection of native property, 
and the representation of the natives in the 
administration. 

The Commission drafted the terms of observa. 
tions to be presented to the League of Nations 
on the reports regarding the Japanese.— 
(Reuter.) 


CHAOS IN CHINA.

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GOVERNMENT WITHOUT FUNDS. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that British tele- 
graphic news from China shows that the situa- 
tion remains chaotic. Sun-Yat-Sen is on a gun. 
boat off Canton, and is supported only by 
labour extremists.

The Peking Government is at its wits end 
owing to lack of funds, and many leading 
statesmen refuse to accept office. 

Fighting has been resumed in Szechuan, which 
is in a state of turmoil. The greatest pessimism 
prevails.

FLYING COLUMN. 


CAPTURES IN DONEGAL, 

The following statement was issued bv the 
Army Publicity Depariment on Sunday 
night :— 

“At about 9.30 last night a flying column 
af national troops captured a number of irre- 
gulars between Brockagh and Ballybofey. The 
irregulars occupied a position on the top of 
the Three Tops Mountains. Our men extended 
and advanced up the hill in short rushes. 

‘On the approach of the troops the irre- 
gujars fled into the valley, and took shelter 
behind turf stacks. They hoisted twenty white 
flage—shirts, handkerchiefs, and even white 
pieses of paper being used for the signal of 
surrender. Seventeen men were captured, 
together with 14 rifles, one revolver, a quantity 
of ammunition, and a supply of bombs. Among 
those captured were two leaders of the 
irregulars. 

“ A patro] of national! troops operating out- 
side Ballyshannon surprised and captured two 
irregulars in a house.. Four rifles were cap- 
tured in their possession. One of the prisoners 
stated that the party originally consisted of 
four men. Two of these had left the house, 
ang had promised to return in half an hour.

ACTION OF NORTHERN 
GOVERNMENT. 


The following statement was issued on Satur- 
day afternoon by the Ministry of Home Affairs 
for Northern Ireland :— 

“In view of the gross attacks of a highly 
criminal character which lave been made in 
recent issues of the Freeman's Journal and the 
Dublin: Ere mene Té leqraph on one of His 
Majesty's judges of the High Court of Justice 
in Northern Ireland, the Northern Government 
have prohibited the circulation of these papers 
within their area.’’ 

The order issued by the Government of 
Northern Ireland, prohibiting the circulation of 
the Freeman's Jovrnal and the Dublin 
Evening Telegraph within the six-county area, 
Owing to a criticism in recent issuies of one of 
the Northern High Court Judges, is now in 
operation. 

Neither of these papers was on sale in Belfast 
yesterday, and parcels containing copies of the 
Freeman's Journal, which reached Newry by 
train, were seized ai the station by the police 
and taken to the barracks. 

According to a _ statement issued by the 
Northern Ministry of Home Affairs, the ban on 
the circulation in Ulster of the newspapers 
named is due to their criticism of the imposi- 
tion by one of His Majesty's judges of flogging 
The statement adds thet the deci- 
sion to inflict sentences of birching upon persons 
found in possession of firearms and explosives, 
or engaged in robbery under arms, was taken 
recently by the Government of Northern Ire- 
land, and was solely actuated by the determina- 
tion of the Government to maintain law and 
order impartially.

Pending proof to the contrary, we shall not 
believe the Allied Governments, in conference 
assembled, to be incapable of rising above their 
individual standpoints, or of merging their 
several efforts in one great endeavour to pro 
mote the common good. If they will reflect 
upon the months they have wasted by failure 
to combine, if they will review the methods by 
which they have sought to compass their own 
ends, if they will understand the greatness and 
immediacy of the present peril, they can hardly 
fail jointly to seek, and together to find, a 
way to comparative salety. 

lt is too late now for any pettiness of spirit 
or any deliberate limitation of view. The need 
of Europe, which comprises the need of this 
country, is great.

It would not bring that peace with 
prosperity which the more conservative worker 
wanted. It would not bring near that 
Workers’ Republic for which the more class 
conscious worker worked and would die—and 
many Irish workers might die for it yet. 
(Applause.) Their victory in the recent Dail 
elections might strengthen the movement and 
bring material gains: to the workers. But let 
them not value it too highly. Let them not 
over-estimate, as their British colleagues had 
done, the value of Parliamentary action. 
Elections and strikes, the day-to-day euccesses 
and reverses of Labour, were only skirmishes: 
they were not the real battle, which was the 
establishment of the Workers’ Republic. 
(Applause. )

ARGENTINE CATTLE. 


——_ -@—_——_.. 
ABERDEEN-ANGUS PRICES AT 
ANTWERP. 


A shipment of 300 Aberdeen-Angus steers 
arrived at Antwerp on 23rd May, 1922, from the 
Argentine. These cattle, which arrived in good 
condition after a voyage of 42 days, weighed 
565 kilos (1,243 Ibs.) live weight, and they sold 
40 centimes per kilo live weight dearer than 
the average shorthorn Argentine cattle. This 
was the first lot of Aberdeen-Angus landed 
trom the Argentine at Antwerp. 

Particulars of the sale were, by request, sup- 
plied to Mr. James R. Barclay, Secretary of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society, by Messrs. 
Poels and Co., cattle importers and exporters 
and live stock salesmen, Antwerp, who add the 
following to their report :—“ We think it would 
be very wise if the Argentine breeders took 
more to the Aberdeen-Angus breed, at least if 
they want the Argentine live cattle appreciated 
on European Continental markets.” 

In order that the difference in price might 
be stated authoritatively, and based on the 
rates of exchange current at the date of the 
sale, the report by Mesers. Poels and Co. was 
lodged with the Market Branch, North of Scot- 
land and Town and County Bank, Lid., Aber- 
deen, and the report issued by the bank shows 
that the extra amount secured by the sale of 
the 790 Aberdeen-Angus steers over a similar 
number of shorthorn steers works out at 67.800 
frances, which, converted into English money at 
that date, equals £1,261 7s. 10d.. The equiva- 
lent in Argentine money at the rates of ex- 
change on the date of the sale amounts to 
6,787.75 dollars. Had par rates of exchange 
prevailed on the date of th etransaction the re- 
spective figures would have heen £2,687 16s. 2d. 
and 13,557.6 dollars.

|‘Lord Mayo’s letter encloses the followin 
short article from the Field on the cost o 
shipping Canadian cattle :— 

“ Some time ago the National Farmers’ Union 
drew attention to certain figures published by 
the United Farmers of Alberta to prove that 
the total costs of handling and shipping live 
meat from Calgary to our markets here repre- 
sented a sum equal to 3d. per pound in excess 
of the corresponding cost of transporting chilled 
beef. These figures, so far ag ocean freight 
charges are concerned, have just received 
striking confirmation by figures quoted in the 
House of Commons in reply to questions on 
this subject. According to these official data, 
a vessel capable of carrying about 3,000 tons 
of dead meat, if properly fitted, could carry 
from 600 to 1, head of live cattle. In other 
words, the shipping accommodation required for 
the transport of live meat is more than ten 
times that required for the transport of dead 
meat. The comparison of the actual costs of 
transport at current rates is equally instructive. 
The freight rate for chilled meat is given 
officially as £6 15s. per ton, or less than jd. 
per pound, whereas the corresponding freight 
rate for live caitle, inclusive of fodder and 
attendance on the voyage, is no less than £14 
per ton live weight, i.e., about £28 per ton dead 
weight, or 3d. per pound of beef. That is to 
say, the cost of transporting beef on the hoof 
is more than four times that of transporting 
dead meat, and where the cattle are brought 
over in store condition the comparison would 
be still less favourable to this form of trade 
owing to the higher overhead charges per pound 
of meat. In the face of such facts, confirmed 
equally by business farmers in Canada and by 
official inquiries in this country, the N.F.U. 
thinks that it is impossible to imagine that 
Canada will continue to employ veil an un- 
economic mode of shipping her produce. The 
attempt to divert Canadian trade into this 
channel by making a special exception of our 
policy of requiring all imported cattle to be 
slaughtered at the port of landing in favour of 
Canada can offer no immediate advantage to the 
British meat consumer, but must be to his 
ultimate marked disadvantage owing to the 
adverse effects of such a step upon the breeding 
industry of this country.”
